Hanging over the convention is

A bolt 
in J948 cost President Truman the 
39 electoral votes of four south, 
ern states which gave them instead 
to a State's Right ticket. 


The convention won't get around 


to picking its presidential nominee 
before Friday, at the earliest.

ter of principle—on both sides—it 
would be understandable. 
The 


southerners would certainly be con- 
sistent in their opposition for the 
cake of principle. 


But, otherwise, there's no prac- 


tical reason for a convention bust- 


*>«p on civil rights, in view of the 


almost Insuperable handicaps in 
the way of getting civil rights bills 
through the senate. 


Cite Reasons 


It may be that southern leaders, 


knowing the South's importance to 
the party this year, want to put 
a damper on civil rights talk in 
the party platform. 


Or it may be that, coolly know- 


ing how almost impossible it would 
be to translate civil rights plat- 
form promises into action, south- 
erners are pushing to get other 
concessions from the convention.

Assessor Handell's "sys- 


tem" will be up for scrutiny 
by the Lee county board of 
tax review now meeting in the 
Lee county courthouse. 


It's the board of review's job to 


hear complaints of Lee county tax- 
payers and then make a personal 
survey of the property in question 
to determine if the taxpayer has a 
legitimate gripe. 


Let's Take a 


Now let's take alook at the map 


and attempt to visualize how As 
sessor Handell has computed the 
valuations on your property. 


First you must remember that 


the map pertains only to land. 
Improvements on the land are add- 
ed to the land value to complete 
the valuation upon which you pay 
your city, township and county 
taxes. 
• 


There are eight valuation zones 


with Zone 1. the "bullseye" zone, 
containing two other classifica 
tions, commercial and sub-corn' 
mercial. 


Some Exceptions 


There are some exceptions to 


this zoning rule, according to Han 
dell. Residential and church prop 
erty within the commercial and 
sub-commercial zones are exemp 
from the rates existing in those 
zones. Land values In those excep 
tions are computed on the 21. 
cents a square foot rate establish 
ed for Zone 1. 


Assessor Handell maintains there 


are few exceptions to this zoning 
tax valuation plan. Thus a taxpay- 
er should be able to determine if 
he has been over-assessed-or un- 
der-assessed. 


For example, If you live in Zone 


9, Uka the. number of square feet 


n your 'property, apply the 16.9 
cent rate for each square foot. 
?hat gives you the land valuation. 
Add to that the worth of your 
'improvements" i.e. house, store, 
garage, etc. This figure has not 
varied from other years, Handell 
claims. 


Apply Rale 


And now you have your TOTAL 


VALUATION for tax purposes. If 
you live in Dixon, you just com- 
pute, your tax at the rate of $2.69 
a hundred dollars of valuation. 
Your total should be that on your 
tax bill. Otherwise you have a 
jripe, or should be thankful, which 
ever the case may be. 


The commercial zone is the 


downtown business district and the 
sub-commercial zone extends along 
the south river bank from Noble 
avenue in the east to just past 
Monroe avenue in the west. 


Land in the commercial zone has 


a property value of $2.32 a square 
foot. The sub-commercial zone, 53 
cents a square foot, and the area 
outside of those two classifications 
in Zone 1 has a tax valuation of 
21.3 cents a square foot. 


List Valuation* 


In Zone 2 (see map) the per 


square foot valuation is J6.3 cents 
per square foot; Zone 3 is 13.7 
cents; Zone 4 is 8.4 cents: Zone 8 
is 4.6 cent*; Zone 6 is 3 cents; 
Zone 7 is 2.3 cents and Zone 8 is 
1.3 cents.

new thing is nowhere more popular than in the city of New York 
where the foulest epithet is "Nazi-minded." 
But 


to be "Nazi-minded* 'is merely to believe that Na- 
tional Socialism is a desirable system and Socialism 
certainly is very popular in New York. It is diffi- 
cult to distinguish between National Socialism and 
International Socialism, but New York obviously 
prefers the international kind. The entire eastern 
campaign against Senator Taft was based on the 
charge that he was an "isolationist," meaning a 
patriot. It was so effective that he had to deny 
that he was an unconditional isolationist, or patriot. 
He was moderately international. 


The Churchill government of Britain will not live out its term be- 


cause it regained the mandate on promises to de-nationalize the truck- 
ing industry, which the Socialists had converted into a government 
monopoly with a great bureaucracy on the public payroll, and clean 
up the state medical service, among other changes. But Churchill 
has been afraid to de-nationalize nationalized or socialized industries 
because nobody wants to buy back institutions whose employes have 
been made lazy, impudent and careless by the truckling treatment 
they received from an apple-shining administration which wanted 
their favor. Moreover, there is always the risk that the Socialists, 
on their return to power, will simply nationalize, or socialize, the 
same industries right back and this time will make very hard terms 
with the proprietors to warn any remaining stout anti-Socialists not 
to try it again. 


Anyway, few Britons now have 


any 
money above 
their daily 


needs, so Britain is licked and is 
never coming back, except per- 
haps in some new combination of 
European powers. She is not very 
hostile to Communism and Soviet 
Russia, 
either, and the people 


would much rather make a deal 
with Moscow than fight or let us 
use their island as an airplane car- 
rier, and they are markedly in- 
dolent, negligent and fatalistic. Re- 
ligion and morality are way down. 


British 
medicine never 
was 


much above the pill-doctor ver- 
sion and the people are not edu- 
cated tip to the bedside sweetness 
that we are used to. Doctors al- 
ways have sold their patients as 
a promoter sells a sucker-list. Un- 
der Socialism the medical serv- 
ice has gotten worse, but the peo- 
ple don't mind because they can 
put themselves away in hospitals 
for rest cures on the pretext of 
hangover, hang-nail or acute gal- 
loping fatigue. The hospitals are 
dismal plants, but all Britain is 


dismal no that objection cancels 
itself.

Meanwhile, most of the Socialists 
have quit calling themselves La- 
boritea and their party the Labor 
party and frankly call the system 
Socialism and the party the So- 
cialist party, as John T. Flynn 
predicted they would in "The Road 
Ahead."

ty United States marshal named 
"George Hulen." 


Escapes Slayers 


He said he escaped from his 


would-be slayers at Worden, 111., 
in Madison county, by a flight 
ver fields and through barnyards. 
He then hid out in barns, the 
Herald-American said, and had 


een hiding out since, working as 


a handyman and at odd jobs in 
•arious states. 


The 
Herald-American 
quoted 


•Cnetzer as saying: 


"I have wanted to surrender be- 
ause I knew both the FBI and the 
underworld were looking for me. I 
lave been a target not only of the 
underworld but of every FBI man 
n the country." 


At the time of Knetzer's disap- 
icarance from jail, with the did of 
he phony marshal he was serv- 
ng an indefinite jail sentence im- 
posed by Federal Judge Charles 


Briggles in connection with the 


automobile dealer's bankruptcy. 


Knetzer was the leading figure in 


a multi-million dollar automobile 
sales scheme in 1947. Many who 
deposited money with him for new 
cars got neither the cars nor their 
money back. 
He went bankrupt 


vith debts of 2\'2 million dollars. 
He first was jailed for contempt 
of court in March, 1950. 
He was 


released at least eight times on 
'und 
raising trips, and escaped 


'rom custody of two special bailiffs 
once in St. Louis, last March. 


Tells Story 


The Herald-American said Knet- 


zer told the following story of his 
disappearance from jail: 


The man who took Knetzer from 


|ail identified himself as "George 
^ulen." Knetzer never had seen 
ilm before. 
Hulen told Knetzer 


Robert Grant, U. S. marshal, want- 
ed Knetzer taken to Peoria and 
that Grant would explain every- 
thing to Knetzer then.

the toll from being much heavier. 


The rolling motion, in contrast 


to the wrenching jar which accom- 
panies some quakes, was credited 
with minor damage in the heavily 
populated metropolitan Los Ange- 
les area.

CHAMPAIGN. 111.. (AP) — A 


state entomologist says earworm 
infestation on Illinois' corn crop 
are heavier than normal and at- 
tacks on the state's sweetcorn 
crop may become severe. 


In the weekly bulletin 
of 
the 


state Natural History Survey, and 
the University of Illinois, entomol- 
ogist H. B. Petty also said corn 
borer development is becoming 
more rapid. 


Borer egg laying has started in 


the East St. Louis area southward 
and occasional evidence of corn 
borer pupae is being found 
in 


Northern Illinois. 


Petty said insects damaging the 


corn crop will reach the peak of

He is a delegate-at- 
large from Kentucky. 


Even before he wound up a

yesterday with a final telecast just 
before midnight, he scheduled a 
tight program of campaign activi- 
ties for today.

ence requested by 10 AFL and 
CIO leaders. 


The labor union spokesmen said 


yesterday their organizations can- 
not support Barkley because of his 
age.
